FROM AN ALGERIAN KORAN of compar’ 
atively recent date, but interesting because of its 
picturesque crudity, and because the chirographer 
has imitated an old script peculiar to the Arabs 
and Moors of North Africa, known as Moghrebi. 
The paper used is plainly European. Arabic is a 
Semitic language, derived from the Aramean alpha’ 
bet, and its gradual evolution, as a philologist puts 
it, “into a curious ‘short hand’, with its many 
ambiguous abbreviations of the historic letters, is 
one of the most remarkable transformations known 
in the history of calligraphy”. And no less remark’ 
able, we may add, was the swift spread of this once 
insignificant dialect, unaided by the printing press, 
to a commanding position among the great lan’ 
guages of the world. Even Persian, one of the 
great Indo-European group, has bodily adopted 
the Arabic alphabet, and though retaining its 
ancient phonetics, has become, under Arabic in’ 
fluence, a transliterated language.
